WAUUHGTOH, Sept. 20.—After the routine 


n**ninff btufnaaa then waa a confilot between 
Mr. Voorhees and Mr. Plait (rep., Oonn.) as to 
the rlfht to the floor. Mr. Voorhees desired to 
call up the repeal WU, while Mr. Platt wished 
to make a statement aa to the clotnre rale 
which he had given notice of yesterday. He 
Intimated that the Indiana senator might be a 
little kinder In his treatment of other senators 


Mr. Voorhees said that fie would have yield- 
ed if Mr. Platt had Mked him, and that now he 
would yield without being asked. 


Mr. Platt was thus given the opportunity of 
staling that, 04 the senator from Mississippi, 
(Mr. George) desired to address the senate 
early to-day he (Mr. Platt) would not to-day 
introduce the resolution ot which he had given 
notice yesterday, but would do so at some fu- 
ture time, 


Mr. George then began hid apeaoh, saying 
that as ho happened lo differ from the demo- 
cratic administration on the bill, and as he be- 
lieved that his oonstUuteatB concurred -with 
him, he thought he would state hit* views with 
some decision. The passage of the bill In the 
Mnate he thought would be a leap In darkness, 
aa likely to Increase as to «dlmlnlah the finan- 
cial troubles. 


Mr. Gray (Del.) followed In favonof the re- 
peal bill, and after a brief executive session 
tho senate adjourned. 


HOUR*. 


There did not appear to |be a larger attend- 


ance In the house thla morning when it met at 
noon than there had been for some days jast, 
Tho loaders of the opposing forces were, How- 
ever, on hand bright and early. 


Mr. Loud (rep., CM.) asked unanimous con- 


sent for the Immediate consideration of a res- 
olution calling on the secretary of the treasury 
tor Information aa to the number of ounces of 
silver bullion purchased under the Sherman 
act during the months of July and August; and 
further, what the reason was that the S barman 
act was not executed during those months. 


Mr. Tucker <dem., Va.) objected. 
The speaker directed the clerk to call the 


committees for reports. 


Mr. Burrows moved to dispense with the call. 
Pending this motion Mr. Oatohlngs (dem., 


Miss.) presented a report from the committee 
on rules. Before it was read Mr. Burrows made 
the. point of order teat the report was not in 
order. His point was that the committee had 
not the right to originate an order ot business. 


The speaker overruled the point of order, 


holding that on the question determining the 
order of business the committee on rules had 
a right to act. 


Mr. Burrows appealed from the decision and 


Mr. Fitch moved to lay the appeal on the 
table, pending which Mr. Burrows moved that 
tho house take a recess for one hour. 


Mr. Catohlngs made the point of order that 


ponding a report from tho committee on rules, 
this motion was not in order. 


The speaker said that he would hear the gen: 


tleman from Michigan on the question. 


Mr. Burrows was surprised that he should be 


asked even to speak on this question. His mo- 
tion was obviously in order. There was no re- 
port from the committee on rules before the 
house. The gentleman from Mississippi had 
tendered a report, and he (Mr. Burrows) had 
objected to Its reception and had raised a 
point of order against it It was idle to say 
that there was a report before the house. The 
report was not In possession of the house until 
it was read to tho house. 


In order to obvlato this objection the*apeaker 


directed the clerk to read fhe report 


Despite the angry protests of Messrs. Reed 


and Burrows (which the speaker declined to 
notice), tlte clerk read tho resolution. It pro- 
vided that Immediately after the adoption of 
this order tho speaker shall call the committee 
for reports, and tho reports shall be referred 
to the appropriate calendars; and no motion 
shall be entertained until this order is exe- 
cuted. 


Mr. Seed said that the recognized custom In 


this and all other parliamentary bodies was 
that when anybody showed a right to ob- 
ject, the physical fact of reading a moaauro 
eould not obviate that objection. This was 
very simple and plain parliamentary law about 
which there could bo no question. The gentle- 
men from Mississippi had proposed to present 
a certain document to the house to be acted 
upon. Prior to Its reception the gentleman 
from Michigan had made the point of order to 
the speaker that It was not receivable—with- 
out any reference to tho contents of It. The 
question before the houso was whether the re* 
ports should be received. The speaker had 
recognized that that was the question by bis 
ruling upon it. That was the question before 
the house. That ruling was one of tho most 
surprising that had ever been mudu. 


This sally, coming from the source It did, 


amused the house, and It was greeted with pro- 
longed laughter. 


Continuing, Mr. Reed (addressing himself to 


the democratic side) aald that if the majority 
of the house were ready to do this thing it 
must tiiko the consequences. ("We are ready," 
came In chorus from the democratic side). 
The speaker had decided, continued Mr. Reed, 
contrary to all parliamentary rules and had de- 
cided thut a coir m It tee had a right to originate 
legislation. That waa a now departure. Tho 
question was upon tho reception of the report 
of tho committee on rules, The speaker was 
undertuUliiK to have it received, prior to the 
action or the house permlttiiix Its reception. 
It made no difference whether tho speaker di- 
rected the clerk to call the roll or not. The 
house had to decide; and until the house de- 
cided the resolution was not before the house. 
Ho watt uwaro that the majority could over- 
ride ttfe plain rules of parliamentary law, but 
if it U intended to do so, he wanted to know It. 
If Herod waa to be out-horocted, Herod wanted 
to witness the transaction. [Loud and con- 
tinuous laughter and applause.] 


The speaker ruled that the report was before 


the house until otherwise determined by the 
house, and being before the house a motion for 
a recesi was not In order. [Applause.] 


Mr. Payne (rep..N. Y.) appealed, but the 


speaker ruled that two appeals can not be 
pending at the aame time, 


Mr. Reed remarked, sarcastically, that the 


rules gave the speaker power io decline to re- 
ceive dilatory motions ponding a report from 
the committee on rules, Old the chair hold 
that a motion for a recess waa & dilatory mo 
tlon? 


The speaker replied that the chair had no 


Intention of avoiding any responsibility; but 
th? chair would slate that the language of the 
rule was identically the language of the rule 
which for many years had governed motions 
for the suspension of the rules. 


"Then the speaker rules," drawled Mr. Reod,

He then proceeded In a pleas- 
ant manner to address tho house, but the bouse 
was not In a mood to Hetan to him, and he was 
ordered by the speaker to resume his neat. 


The vote on the motion to order the previous 


question resulted: Yeas, 174; nays, 3— one less 
than a quorum, and Mr. Fitch demanded a call 
of the house, and the yeas and nays was 
ordered upon it.

Mr. Pitch moved to lay the motion on the

Mr. Heed said that ho could not equal tho 


fiery denunciations of t tho gentleman from In- 
diana (Mr. Bynum) against tho rules of tho 
fltty-llrst congress, nor could he equal the 
choice epithets used four years ago by tho 
gentleman from Kentucky (Mr. Brcukinrtdge), 
He (Mr. Reed) was suffering from the faot 
that he was not ba eked up by nuch a chorus as 
had made the air vooal four years ago. Tho 
members on the republican side were too well 
educated to Indulge in mere noise. [Laughter.] 
The republican party la the fifty-first congress 
had mad* certain roles.* First Impressions 
were the moat powerful. The republicans to- 
day occupied an unusual position. They stood 
to win In any event. [Laughter.] 


The democratic party had either to resort to 


everything they had denounced or to ho beat- 
en. 
[Laughter.] 
The democrats had their 


choice between humiliation and defeat, and 
they had chosen humiliation, 
[Laughter.] 


They had deliberately settled themselves into 
the traces that they had affected to despise. 
No gentleman could look forward to the haven 
of rest. Not only had the house to-day vio- 
lated all the precedents of a hundred years, 
hut It had added a new zest to the occa- 
sion by violating fell principles of parlia- 
mentary law. It had announced that com- 
mittees could originate legislation. It had 
destroyed the sacred right of 'appeal, for which 
the present occupant of the chair had argued 
vigorously lour years ago. The republicans 
aod offered the majority in good faith an hon- 
est system by which It could 'control the 'busi- 
ness of the house without alms of violence. 
Instead ot that the majority wanted violence 
In onoh particular case. What a spectacle tho 
house wtts presenting. The democratic major- 
ity waa golnff throngb (be valley of humilia- 
tion. (Republican- applause]. 


Mr. Catchings said that it was hardly worth 


while to say anything nt vindication of tho 
parliamentary rulings] made by the speaker 
to-day. It was cruel (sarcastically) for the 
gentleman from Malue to advise the democrats 
that they were In a state of humiliation. He 
(Mr. Gatchlngs) bad not discovered It himself. 
Ho thought that the democrats were getting 
along pretty well. [Laughter.] Tho trouble 
with the gentleman frbm Maine was that he 
had discovered that there were other methods 
than those invented by him and his associates 
in tho 11 fty- first congress by which the house 
eould do business. 
[Applause.] Besides, the 


methods now proposed were eminently fair. 
[Applause.] The gentleman had had a little 
taste of tho power of the house, and it was 
natural that he should chafe to find out that 
tho house could do business without resorting 
to the rules of tho fifty-first congress. This 
house stood ready to do business whenever It 
ohooso without tho consent of the. gentlemen 
from the other sfde. 
[Applause.] 


Mr. Henderson <rop., la.) said that the reso- 


lution which it was proposed to adopt under 
circumstances that were without parallel wits 
aimed at tho ballot-box. The bill which was 
to be reported was loaded with shot and 
pointed against the only instrument through 
which the people could express their power. 
The legislation on our statute books on this 
subject was already too weak, and still that 
legislation was made tho object of assault by 
the democratic party. The danger la this re- 
public lay In tho largo cities, and yet the dem- 
ocrats proposed to tear down the protection of 
the ballot-box In tho populous centers. There 
was little need of theie laws in the country; 
yet If this bill was passed, ten years would not 
sea a republican elected to the house from the 
south except from Eastern Tennessee. [Dem- 
ocratic applause.] 


"Oh," exclaimed Mr. Henderson. "Applaud 


your own infamy if you will." [Republican ap- 
laaso,] 


Mr. Henderson was followed by Mr, Payne, 


who attributed the attitude of the democrats 
In the house to the spreading of Tammany 
methods. It was MI attempt to introduce 
New York, city election methods throughout 
the south. The democrats, he said, might de- 
prive the negroes In tho south of thelj votes, 
but when they attempted to deprive the white 
people of the north of their votos the day of 
Nemesis would eom*. [Applause.] 


Mr. Hat<& (dam., Mo.) sarcastically and vig- 


orously alluded to Mr. Read ns the man who in 
the fifty-first congn}« had run the house with 
a hand of iron and who now oame in and pro- 
tested against a majority of tho representa- 
tives of the American people controlling Its 
actions. Referring to a remark made by Mr. 
Henderson to the effect that If this bill was 
passed lu the great cities the polls would be 
surrounded by a rabbit1. Mr. Hatch declared 
vehemently that to-fey the head and front of 
the rabble was John I. Davenport, and ihl* 
aeolurtitlon wan loudly cfceorod by the demo- 
crat* Ooattaftln*. Mr fiatcb ntd that who* 
these obnoariooB laws, wore repealed the hU 
lory of the Anmnem&Q party would be written

DEADWOOD, S. D., Sept. 20.—At 5:30 


the fen-eat flrc reached Lead city. The 
Ildmeetake sawmills ami lumber yard 
were the first to go. This made a hot 
flrc, and the flames, aided by the pre- 
vailing ntrono; wind, in now making 
havoc among the frame buildings of 
the town. Help has been called from 
all neighboring towns, and SOU men 
are now battling with the flames. The 
city of 5,000 souls secmK to be doomed. 
Everything is all right as yet, but the 
outlook is not very bright. 


At 0 oVlock the fire on the east had 


reached the foothills five miles from 
here and was threatening ranch prop- 
erty. The property of Henry Stearns 
was burned to the ground, and also 
that of Charles Treaver.

CAUGHT A TABTAE. 


Michigan Officers Ran Down and Ar- 


rest Two Thievoo, 


But Beleaae Them on the Demand of a 


Determined Pal. Backed, Up 


by Two Revolvers. 


ST. IGNACE, Mich., Sept. 21.—A gang 


of thieves are operating from a swift 
sailboat along1 the shores of Lake Mich- 
igan ami the Straits of Mackinaw. 


They are now being- pursued by a 


detachment of regular soldiers from 
Fort Mackinaw. They are all armed, 
and a meeting is sure to result In blood- 
shed. 


The post office on Mackinaw island 


was looted Sunday night and 93,000 
worth of stamps and money stolen. 
The work was evidently done by ex- 
pert cracksmen. A few nights before 
the post office at Chartreaux had been 
broken into in a similar manner. 


On the nijrht of the Mackinaw island 


robbery a strange-looking* craft cama 
to a landing and mysteriously disap- 
peared in the morning. 


Officers at Mackinaw hired a tug and 


after a forty-eight-mile chase overtook 
the boat and ordered the three men In 
it to surrender. The thieves at once 
opened fire. One of the officers was 
shot, in the head and one of the yacht- 
men received bullets in the breast and 
face. 


The fusilade was continued for some 


time, when the thieves surrendered. 
Two of thorn came on board and wero 
secured in the hold of the boat. An at- 
tempt was made to get the third, wbo 
was hiding under a small deck in the 
bow of the sailboat. Finally the rob- 
ber came out and, covering the orew 
with two large revolvers, demanded 
the release of his two partners. The

The two prisoners were 
released 


and the sailboat cut adrift

returned to the Mackinaw island for re- 
inforcements, and a detachment of «ol- 
diera, with several officers on board 
the steamer North Star, left abont 8:30 
yesterday afternoon in pursuit of th* 
sailboat. The wind has been blowing 
fresh for twenty-four boars, and it in 
possible the tug cannot catch the sail- 
boat.

At 5 o'clock the Roanoke light in- 


fantry marched to the Jail by orders of 
Mayor Tronb. 
Guards were posted 


and the streets in the vicinity cleared. 


About dark the crowd, increased by 


a 100 men, gathered in tho vkinity of 
the woman's home, headed by Mrs. 
Bishop's son, a fireman on the Norfolk 
& Western railroad. 


At 8'o'clock portions of the mob 


batted at a side door of the Jail, where 
the milita and Major Trout had re- 
tired. 


Shooting was commenced by the 


mob and the mayor was hhot in the 
foot. The milita were then ordered to 
return tho flrc and a voliey from about 
twenty-five rifles was poured into the 
mob. Seven'men were killed by tho 
fire and eleven more were wounded, 
some of them seriously. 


During the volley the nepro was 


taken from the Jail by an officer and 
secreted. 
The dead and wounded were 


removed to drug stores and to the offi- 
ces of near-by physicians. The militia 
were then dispersed and left the scene 
as Quietly as possible.
